Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  year  1961* 

Ihe  Birth  Rate  shows  a  veiy  slight  drop  from  the  previous  year  but 
still  compares  favourably  with  the  County  Rate  and  is  one  point  higher 
than  the  National  Rate. 

The  Death  Rate  shows  a  rise  over  the  previous  year  but  still  remains 
lower  tli an  the  National  Rate.  Cancer  with  Heart  and  Allied  Diseases 
accounted  for  133  of  the  total  of  201  deaths* 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  shows  a  slight  fall  compared  with  I960* 
There  were  actually  5  deaths  in  this  group,  4  under  the  age  of  1  week. 

In  the  realm  of  Infectious  Diseases  we  had  an  epidemic  of  Measles 
during  the  year  in  which  208  cases  were  notified*  This  formed  part  of 
a  general  epidemic  throughout  the  Country* 

Two  cases  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  both  very  mild 
with  no  paralysis*  One  was  a  male  aged  28,  the  other  a  boy  of  9*  There 
was  no  connection  between  the  two  cases  nor  was  there  any  history  of 
contact  with  other  cases  of  Poliomyelitis* 

I  would  like  to  record  another  year  of  pleasant  co-operation  with 
your  Clerk,  Mr.  Dunbabin,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Lockwood 
and  their  staffs®

Officer  attended  once  a  month*  In  addition  to  the  normal  work  of  a  Child  Welfare 
Centre  immuni sa.tion  against  Diptheria  and  Whooping  Cough  was  also  carried  out* 
These  centres  have  done  excellent  work  during  the  year  and  total  attendances  of 
children  was  3>650«  I  should  like  to  draw  attention  to  the  valuable  work  done  by 
the  Ladies  Voluntary  Committee  at  these  centres* 

(b)  Chest  Clinics*- 


Administered  jointly  by  the  County  Health  Department  and  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  Chest  Clinics  serving  this  area  are  held  at  Wolverton  and  Bletchley*  A 
specialist  in  Chest  Diseases  attends  once  a  week  and  these  Clinics  are  doing  excellent 
work  particularly  in  the  fight  against  Tuberculosis. 

(c)  Orthopaedic  Clinics- 

This  Clinic  administered  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  held  twice  monthly 
at  Wolverton  Road,  Newport  Pagrell*

Tvringham  Private  Supply* 

This  private  supply  for  the  village  of  Tyringham  has  proved  satisfactory  both 
in  quality  and  quantity  throughout  the  year* 

Hie  total  number  of  residential  properties  is  5,090  being  4,924  houses,  115 
houses  and  shops  and  51  licenced  premises,  of  which  4,790  are  supplied  with  water 
from  the  Public  mains*  In  addition  the  village  of  Tyringham  (26  dwellings)  has 
its  own  private  supply  laid  on  to  each  property* 

Several  outlying  farms  and  cottages  also  have  iheir  own  private  supply  laid 
on  for  all  drinking  and  domestic  purposes*  Unfortunately  records  are  not  available 
to  show  how  many  of  the  properties  are  supplied  from  the  Board1  s  main  by  stand  pipe 
but  this  is  known  to  be  only  a  relatively  snail  number*  The  population  in  the 
Rural  District  is  14,040  and  the  estimated  population  supplied  xm.th  main  water  from 
the  Public  main  is  13,340  •

B.  SEWER/KE  AND  SEWAGE, 

Sbcj sting  Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works* 

All  the  existing  Sewers,  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  Sewage  Pumping  Stations 
in  the  various  villages  have  been  effectively  maintained  during  the  year.  The 
strength  of  the  Sewage  disposal  works  maintenance  staff  will  shortly  be  increased 
and  this  additional  labour  will ,  no  doubt,  effect  an  improvement  in  the  standard 
of  maintenance  of  the  Works* 

Since  the  last  report,  work  has  been  completed  on  the  Hanslope  and  Filgrave 
Schemes,  while  the  Castlethorpe  scheme  is  now  nearing  completion*  The  effluents 
from  bo tii  the  new  Works  are  proving  satisfactory* 

In  each  village  where  a  new  sewerage  scheme  has  been  carried  out,  the  majority 
of  properties  now  have  a  modern  system  of  water-borne  sanitation  and  I  would  urge 
every  owner  of  property  that  has  still  not  been  connected  to  the  net;  sewers,  to  do 
so  wi thou t  delay* 

Proposed  Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works* 

Work  will  shortly  commence  on  the  Shenley  Church  End  and  Loughton,  Stoke 
Goldington  and  Ravenstone  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes,  and  G reat  Linford 
(Station  Terrace  area)  scheme*  It  is  anticipated  that  the  Great  Linford  scheme  vail 
be  completed  in  1962  whilst  both  the  other  schemes  should  be  finished  before  the  end 
of  1963. 

Detailed  schemes  are  now  being  prepared  for  the  villages  of  North  Crawley  and 
Woughton  and  an  outline  scheme  has  been  prepared  for  the  reconstruction  of  Olney 
Sewage  Disposal  Works*  It  is  anticipated  that  mechanical  raking  equipment  will  be 
fixed  in  the  Olney  Sewage  Pumping  Station  towards  the  end  of  1962* 

As  will  be  evident  from  the  above  details,  the  Council  are  making  great  strides 
in  the  provision  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  facilities  within  the  district* 


C.  REFUSE  OOLLBCTIOI1  AND  DISPOSAL. 


PAIL  AND  CESSPOOL  EMPTHMCr* 

The  fortnightly  refuse  collection,  weekly  pail  emptying,  and  quarterly 
cesspool  emptying  services  have  been  regularly  maintained.  Each  system  is  now 
operated  with  an  incentive  bonus  scheme. 

Hiring  the  year  particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  refuse  disposal,  and 
the  two  main  tipping  sites  at  Bow  Brickhill  and  Stoke  Goldington  have  been 
regularly  levelled  and  covered  with  soil  with  the  aid  of  mechanical  equipment. 

The  Council  have  purchased  a  new  25  cu.  yd.  refuse  freighter,  which  will 
be  delivered  in  the  Autumn  of  1962.  A  survey  of  the  whole  refuse  collection 
and  disposal  arrangements  within  the  District  will  shortly  be  made,  in  order 
to  obtain  information  upon  which  a  more  efficient  collection  service  will  be 
based*
